TIRES, FLAT TIRES, STOLEN OUTSIDE REAR VIEW MIRRORS AND VEHICLE 
BREAK-INS. ALL INCIDENTS HAVE OCCURRED WHILE THE VEHICLES WERE 
PARKED NEAR THE EMBASSY OR IN PARKING LOTS AT INDIVIDUAL OFFICER S 
RESIDENCES. 

2. THE LATEST INCIDENTS OCCURRED ON JANUARY 27. ON THIS DATE 
THREE OFFICERS REPORTED THAT TIRES HAD BEEN PUNCTURED/FLATTENED 
WHILE THEIR VEHICLES WERE PARKED ON THE SIDE STREET WHICH FORMS 
THE NORTHERN BOUNDARY OF THE EMBASSY COMPLEX. 

3. WITHIN THE NEXT SEVERAL DAYS POST INTENDS TO DELIVER A WRITTEN 
PROTEST TO THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS REGARDING THESE INCIDENTS.
